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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Incorporation of dependent claim 4 into claim 1 (and claim 15 into claim 13) significantly changes the scope 
of the claimed invention when interpreted as a whole, since it would reflect a new combination of limitations and references not 
previously considered (i.e., claims 2-3 and 5-12 are now aware of the existance of claim 4 via said incorporation - posing a possible 
conflict). Additionally, the McManis reference would also be aware of the newly incorporated limitation, posing further possible conflict. 
In view of the above, said amendment would require further search and/or consideration. 

Applicant argues that the Jamtgaard reference is inappropriate because Jamtgaard calls its messages "responses" rather than 
"requests". This is a mere attempt to exalt form over substance. A message is a message, regardless of the moniker one chooses to 
attach to it. Applicant further argues that "inherency" requires a detailed disclosure. It does not. There are certain things that one skilled 
in the art is supposed to bring to the table - that would include knowledge of inherent operations.
